The Dark Sucker Theory 

For years, it has been believed that electric bulbs emit light, but 
recent information has proved otherwise. Electric bulbs don't emit 
light; they suck dark. Thus, we call these bulbs Dark Suckers. The Dark 
Sucker Theory and the existence of dark suckers prove that dark has mass 
and is heavier than light. 

First, the basis of the Dark Sucker Theory is that electric bulbs 
suck dark. For example, take the Dark Sucker in the room you are in. 
There is much less dark right next to it than there is elsewhere. The 
larger the Dark Sucker, the greater its capacity to suck dark. Dark 
Suckers in the parking lot have a much greater capacity to suck dark 
than the ones in this room. 

So with all things, Dark Suckers don't last forever. Once they 
are 
full of dark, they can no longer suck. This is proven by the dark spot 
on a full Dark Sucker. 

A candle is a primitive Dark Sucker. A new candle has a white 
wick. 


You can see that after the first use, the wick turns black, representing 
all the dark that has been sucked into it. If you put a pencil next to 
the wick of an operating candle, it will turn black. This is because 
it got in the way of the dark flowing into the candle. One of the 
disadvantages of these primitive Dark Suckers is their limited range. 

There are also portable Dark Suckers. In these, the bulbs can't 
handle all the dark by themselves and must be aided by a Dark Storage 
Unit. When the Dark Storage Unit is full, it must be either emptied 
or replaced before the portable Dark Sucker can operate again. 
Dark has mass. When dark goes into a Dark Sucker, friction from the 
mass generates heat. Thus, it is not wise to touch an operating 
Dark Sucker. Candles present a special problem as the mass must travel 
into a solid wick instead of through clear glass. This generates a 
great amount of heat and therefore it's not wise to touch an operating 
candle. 

Also, dark is heavier than light. If you were to swim just 
below 
the surface of the lake, you would see a lot of light. If you were to 
slowly swim deeper and deeper, you would notice it getting darker and 
darker. When you get really deep, you would be in total darkness. This 
is because the heavier dark sinks to the bottom of the lake and the 
lighter light floats at the top. The is why it is called light. 
Finally, we must prove that dark is faster than light. If you were 
to stand in a lit room in front of a closed, dark closet, and slowly 
opened the closet door, you would see the light slowly enter the closet. 
But since dark is so fast, you would not be able to see the dark leave 
the closet. 

Next time you see an electric bulb, remember that it is a Dark 
Sucker.

Hi all, 


Well finished my AT-11 in 5 hours and 45 minutes. Applied power 
to it and it worked first time. 


Ran into the same problem with the connector but tried a 
different technique. I pressed the connector tightly against the holes 
and flowed solder thru the vias to the connector. I made sure the 
connector had a solid flow of solder where the pins contacted the holes 
and that worked fine. 


I calibrated the unit to a 50 ohm load at 3 watts and it worked 
fine. According to my swr bridge I have very little if any return loss. 


I did try hooking it up to my G5RV with Amidon 4:1 Balun and the 
tuner didn't like the match. The best it could do is 5:1 SWR. Has 
anyone else tried the tuner on a ladderline balun antenna? When I use 
my SLT tuner I can turn the antenna to 1:1. I also have a Diawa tuner 
and I can tune the G5RV also to 1:1. 


Could someone tell me what I am doing wrong???

This may have been brought up before...anyway, here goes.. 


If you xreally*x want to check for solder bridges/suspect joints 
on those tight circuit boards, try using a camera lens, in reverse 
(put your eye up to the 'big' end). 


The small end (the end that was screwed to the camera) needs to 
be held close to the circuit board. A flashlight will help here, 
as the lens now puts a shadow on the board. 

Open the iris all the way up. 


I've got a couple of different lenses here in the shop. Both are 
real cheapies that I scrounged off of dead video cameras. You don't 


have to have a quality lens for this application. 


I would guess that a lens from a 35mm camera would work too, 


although I haven't tried it. 


Note: even good joints can look ugly when you get this close!

Finished building the QRP one today. It not only looks splendid in its 
custom TenTec made case, but actually works VERY VERY WELL INDEED! It 
actually worked first time, exactly as per the manual. It can acheive a 
working match on all bands from 80 to 10m on my ladder line fed 40m 
dipole (with a balun at the bottom in the shack) - something I couldn't 
do with my HB manual pi-tuner - and it acheives a better match than I 


could get manually in most cases! 


Here are a few things I did to spruce it up a bit: 

1) Used a blue LED for "Red2" - looks nicer, but cost me a dollar! 

2) Put packing washers behind the "TUNE" push switch to keep it flush 
with the front panel 

3) Changed the S0239 sockets for top quality ones - silver/teflon/gold. 


The tuner makes qrp life real easy now - it's unbelieveably fast, around 
a half second to one second in most cases.

Got two of these last night, put one together, worked great the first 
time. I got TEST from memory one, V out of two, CQ out of three, 

and 1 out of four. Then I tried to change the sidetone, didn't 

seem to work so I went on to programming "stuff" into the memories. 
Blammmo... with the paddles closed (both sides .-.-.-.-.-) the 

battery clip popped off. Since then it seems to work fine as long as the 
93LC66 is out but I still can't change the sidetone and it seems to run 
real s low when the memory is in. Also it kinda runs backwards, 
it reports 40 wom but at a 7 wom rate, did I just kill the memory? Or is 
the 68HC705 lobotomized? 


I'm wondering if I should troubleshoot this with parts from the other kit 
or just put the other one together and not risk toasting anymore parts? 


Running it off a 9V alkaline (through the regulator) it draws about 3.5mA 
at idle, and about 65mA at full sidetone volume. With the memory in it 
idles at about the same current but goes to about 100mA at full volume 
when tapping out the speed. Any ideas? Gotta get this thing done by 
FYBO, so y'all have a 5 point target to shoot at :)

Hi again. 

Here's the short form. 

A candle can produce 5 liters of carbon monoxide, raising the level ina 
car to roughly 0.1%. That is 30 times the maximum allowed by NIOSH. 


One candle probably won't kill you, just make you sick (nausea, 
headache, dizziness). Two candles... 


It can produce about as much heat as you do if you shiver. It can raise 
the temperature in the car by a few degrees, at best, because a car has 


lousy insulation (windows). 


You can insulate yourself very effectively. Cover your head and neck. 
Put a muffler over your mouth to trap and re-breath moisture

I have had a fair bit of trouble with my 38 Special - including poor tuning 
range. Much like yours, the crystal that came with the kit would only tune a 
couple kHz. I bought a few from Mouser that are on the same frequency and 
they swing much, much better. I've also seen a great variation among 1N4004 
diodes. I've tried a couple unknowns, several each of GE and Motorola 
manufacture, and found every one better than what was packed in the kit. I 
settled on a Motorola 1N4004. 


>I'm also having no luck with the RIT mod 


I had to really concentrate on the instructions for adding the RIT -- I kept 
getting confused. Maybe you are in the same boat. 

Adding the RIT mod to my 38 Special seems OK on receive but caused extreme 
drift and instability during transmit - I suspect RFI to D301/302. I'm 
trying to work out a different circuit for transmit/receive RIT switching 
right now.

I've noticed that a lot of builder have been having problems with the 14 
pin header on the AT-11. Here's what I found out. 


There is a problem with the PC board hole size for J3 and D20. We switched 
board manufacturers about two months ago and it looks like they went down 
one hole size from what we gave them. There is a bit of confusion in the PC 
board manufacturing world on how to specify holes sizes. Half of the 
companies interpret the hole size we give as the "finished" hole size. The 
other half of the companies take the holes size you give them and drill 
that size hole. The second method creates a problem on plated holes because 
the hole is now smaller by the width of the plating. That seems to be case 
with our new company. We're in the process of trying to get that cleared up. 


It sure has caused a mess though. Most, if not all, of the ones that went 
out in Jan and Feb have this problem. The only proper solution for the 
header is to solder it to the top of the pads. I have checked this out 
before and it will work fine. D20 can be done the same way. I do not 
recommend that the holes be drilled out. They do not make a smaller header 
that will work. If it was smaller, then the ribbon cable would not fit 
properly. Soldering on the top is pretty much the only way.

Brent, I as well as others on the list have operated from hotel rooms 
with similar conditions to your location. I used 65 ft #26-28 enameled 
wire from my tuner to a tree, near my window. Since the enameled wire 
is insulated, I passed it through the screen (does not damage the 
screen) 

and sloped it downward to a height of about 8 or 10 ft above the ground. 
I just tied it off without using an insulator and it was barely visible. 
If you are not able to do that, (I assume not as your are trying to use 
the Hamsticks indoors) you can use the hamstick(or any other mobile 
antenna) inside but it is going to need some sort of radial system. 
There was a G3COJ? a few years ago that used a mobile whip from 

pension rooms and hotel rooms on an extended trip, but he only had 
success when he had a quarter wavelength tuned radial for each band 

of interest, attached to the mounting base. I have not heard of too 
much success over the years with the Isotron and feel that if you went 
to a lump-loaded type antenna, a loop similar to the AEA or MFJ may 

be a better performer. However, try the radial system on the Hamstick 
system, if you can get the window open and put the antenna out at a 
30-45 degree angle, you should have good success. I may be repeating 
what others had already told you, but want to emphasize "keep trying".

charging parameters of the various batteries. I'll try to come up with 
the information in due time, but will probably be in a listen (read) only 
mode for a few days, while I take a trip south.

They are 6V 4AH (at the 20Hr rate), Panasonic LCR6VBP batteries. 
I paraphrase: for cycling use; 7.25 - 7.45 votts, not to exceed 
6 amps 
for standby use (floating, but not necessarily charging), 
8 - 6.9 volts 
This comes out to no more than 14.9 volts for the 12V pack and not 


to exceed the 1.6 amps (0.4C) maximum charge rate, when recharging. The 
'float' voltage should not exceed the 13.8 volts, and I've seen 13.4V 
or 13.5V mentioned many times in other literature. 


Please note these numbers are for Lead Acid types only. Terminal 


voltages for Ni-Cads are slightly different.

Brad, since you are going to be using fewer than 120 radials, it is 
probably not going to be worth your while to cut the radials for 
specific bands, that is unless your vertical is mounted up in the air. 
If it ground mounted, you can cut the radials to whatever length in 
convenient. And the radials do not all have to be the same length. 


Again, the only time that cutting the radials to a specific frequency is 
warranted is when the vertical is mounted up in the air or when you are 
approaching 120 ground mounted radials.

Amongst the RSGB books I have on antennas it is strongly suggested that one 
go for more radials than fewer radials cut for resonance. A quick reading 
of the literature would suggest that you will do quite well with a 
ground-mounted vertical if you can get 20-30 radials at least .10 
wavelength at the lowest frequency of interest. This flies against the 
conventional "wisdom" but often this "wisdom" isn't.

Claton Cadmus, KAOGKC, correctly pointed out that the capacitance would 
not be exactly doubled because the Teflon insulation is thicker than 
enamel (the conductors are farther apart). Other side effects include the 
relative proportion of air (probably different) in the electric field 
between wires, and different capacitance to the core (due to the same 
factors...dielectric constant, spacing, mix of Teflon & air). 


Lots of variables to consider. Not black or white. Somewhere in between! 
In any event, best to build it as designed. Otherwise, be prepared for 
surprises. Thanks, Claton, for your input.
